Ready for Conference. 

Despite the adverse opinion of the 
city’s legal adviser, the conference, 
which is comprised of five Councilmen, 
five members of the House of Dele- 
‘gates, the Mayor, President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, City 
Counselor and Comptroller, agreed to

make a contract with the A. & M. for 
the building of the east side approach. 
If the proposed contract were held to 
be valid, the A. & M. representatives 
said, they would feel assured there could 
be no question as to the legality of bonds 
issued for construction purposes. 

This opinion, according to Scherrer 
and Haberman is now ready for the 
conference. The Mayor planned to dis- 
cuss the matter informally, Tuesday, 
with the A. & M. representatives, but 
nce official announcement as to the text 
of the A, & M. report is anticipated un- 
til it is finally submitted at Wednes- 
day’s meeting. 

Opinion Satisfactory. 

Scherrer told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that the opinion is a very satisfactory 
one from the standpoint of the A. & M. 
and bears out the views of the com- 
pany’s counsel as to the legality of the 
A. & M.’s proposal to the city. 

“I cannot go into details at this time,” 
said Scherrer. *‘‘To do so would not be 
courteous to the Mayor’s conference, by 
whom we have been treated with the 
utmost consideration.

masculine attire and calling them boys 
instead of girls. It is a rather de- 
pressing truth, yet it must be faced 
nevertheless. : 

Pinero entered the lists against Gil- 
bert and Sullivan when he devised the 
plot and the situations that constitute 
the dramatic appeal of ‘“‘The Amazons,” 
and it would seem that, 20 years ago, the 
spell of the Gilbertian brand of humor 
must have been more potent than is 
possible in these later days. 

At any rate the fact is that, with the 
utmost willingness to join with play- 
wright and players in ‘‘making believe,”’ 
one cannot quite accept the three gir'- 
boys Lady Noeline, Lady Wilhelmina 
and Lady Thomasin, otherwise Lord 
Noel, Lord Billy and Lord Tommy Bel- 
turbet, as being the least bit ‘‘alive’’ in 
real comedy, and, for that deplorable 
reason, one has fairly to compel one’s 
interest in the revival of the play where- 
in they are the spotlighted figures.

Reform School beeause of a lack of ac- 
commodations, Dan F. O’Sullivan, chair- 
man of the board, declared the sentenc- 
ing of some of the children to the school 
is a disgrace to parents and judges 
The statement is: 

“The ciBwded condition of the Reform 
School required immediate relief. In 
paroling 100 children the board carried 
outja plan it has had in mind for some 
time for returning to their homes the 
hundreds of little children that are 
being sent by the various county judges 
to the houses of reform. 

“Tt is a scandalous state of affairs 
and reflects discredit on the officials 
of many counties, and the parents who 
thus try to shift to the commonwealth 
the burden of caring for their unfortun- 
ate little ones. 

“In one case a child of 6 years was 
committed to the Reform School charged 
with ‘burglary.’ Many boys and gir 
3. 10 and 12 years old are confined ther: 
In nearly every instance they § ars 
charged with incorrigibility or immoral 
ity. Often two and three from one fam-

Author. of Provision Tells How

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The Treas- 
ury Department is preparing for a flood 
of questions about the new income tax, 
realizing that-this feature of the tariff 
bill about to become law strikes more 
intimately at the tax-paying citizen 
than do the indirect taxes collected 


through the customs duties. 


One of the first steps taken to get 
general information before, the public
